The expedition, under charge of Dr. Kane, 


succeeded in crossing Melville Bay and reach- 
ing the headlands of Smith's Sound as early as 
the 6th of August, 1853. 
Finding tho ico com- 


pletely impenetrable to the north, they were 
forced to attempt a temporary passage along 
the coast, where the rapid tides—running at tho 
rate of four knots an hour, with a rise and fall 
of sixteen feet—had worn a temporary open- 
ng. 


The penetration of pack ico was attended by 


many obstacles. 
The vessel grounded with ev- 


ery tide, and but for her extreme length would 
not havo been able to sustain the shocks of tho 
ice. She waa twice on her beam ends, and onco 
on fire from tbe upsetting of tho stoves. 


They were cheered, however, by a small dai- 


ly progress ; and by the 10th of Sept., 1655, had 
succeeded in gaining tho northern face of 
Greenland—at a point never reached before.— 
Here the young ico froze around the vessel, aud 
compelled them to seek a winter asylum. 


THE FIRST WINTER. 


The winter gave them a degree of cold much 


below any previous registration on record.— 


i Whiskey froze in November, aud for 4 months 


mons of savages. Tho race seems to bo decay- 
ing and disappearing ; it is supposed that there 
are not more than a hundred of them from 
Capo York to Littleton Island, some five or BIX 
hundred milea. These Esquimaux visited Dr 
Kane's party, and a trade was opened with 
them. They remained only for a day or two ; 
nothing more was seen of them during tho 
Spring. 


WHERK DR. KANE WAS FOUND. 


The expedition sent out for tho relief of Dr. 


Kane, finding it impossible, owing to the ice, 
to go as far north as they wished, reluctantly 
returned to Lievely, which is the head-quarters 
of North Greenland and tho. home of the Dan- 
ish inspector. 
Here they arrived on the 13th 


of September, and to their surprise and unut- 
terable joy. found the objects of their search, 
aud on tho liSth left, for Now York, with Dr. 
Kane and nil his comrades save those whom 
death had claimed. 


FATE OF THE ADVANCE. 


Dr. Kane abandoned this ship ou tho 25th of 


May last having passed twenty months on 
board of her, while she was ice.bound. 


Prionto embarking for homo in tho Relief, 


he was desirous of ascertaining what was her 
fate. In consequence of the ice, he was una- 
ble to approach within some twenty miles of 
his ship, and it was doomed imprudent to haz- 
ard his-nion, in their feoble. condition, in a 
journoy to the imprisoned ship over tho ico.

THK POLAR SKA. 


But tho real discovery of the expedition is 


the open Polar Sea. 
The channel leading to 


these waters was entirely freo from ice, and 
this mysterious feature was rendered more re- 
markable by the existence of a solid belt of sol- 
id ice extending ono hundred and twenty-five 
miles to tho southward. 


An area of three thousand square miles has 


been seen entirely free from ice. 


The land to the north and west of this chan- 


nel has been charted as high as S2 30. This is 
the nearest land to tho pole yet known. It bears 
tho name of Mr. Henry Griunell, tho founder of 
the enterprise.
